When the x-ray projections are taken with both x-ray detectors, the Examiner acknowledges that the second x-ray 
projections are taken from a fixed position but when only one x-ray detector is used, two sets (series) of x-ray projections are taken from a 
plurality of projection angles (Col. 6, Line 3-21). 
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
